Table Cutlery. 





In ordinary British households the 
steel knife still holds its own, excepting 
for the eating of fish or fruit, for which 
purposes silver or plated knives are 
expressly made and in universal use. In 
Germany the inferior quality of the 
table-cutlery is a source of constant 
annoyance, while in France competition 
with English manufactures has long 
been keen. The cutlery of Great Brit- 
ain carried away most of the prizes for 
superior workmanship and finish, and 
even yet the ‘Rodgers’? and other 
special makes command the highest 
prices, but within the last forty years 
great progress has been made in the 
United States in this industry. And 
while the finest and most expensive 
cutlery is still imported from Sheffield 
and other centers of English manufac. 
ture an immense trade in domestic 
cutlery has sprung up, and American 
knives are found upon many European 
tables. There are various reasons for 
this, foremost among them the fact 
that in this country machinery enters 
far more largely into the manufacture 
of cutlery than in England, where 


the finest steel blades are forged, 
ground, and polished by hand, 
each blade receiving*a share of 


minute and individual attention which 
i3 impossible where hundreds are turned 
out atone time. This individual ma- 
nipulation enables a workman to de- 
tect the very smallest irreguiarity in the 
warp of the steel, and to bestow upon 
each separate piece that passes through 
his hands the amount of care that is 
necessary to bring it to the very highest 
state of perfection. For this reason the 
trade in English cutlery still shows an 
increase as far as the finest goods are 
concerned, and the Sheffield manufac- 
turer stands unrivaled in the highest 
branches of his art. And again, in turn- 
ing out very cheap goods, such, for ex- 
ample, as are found at the five-cent 
stores, the English factories can still 
compete satisfactorily with those of this 
country, owing to the greater cheapness 
of labor; but it is in the vast interme- 
diate field of general supply for ordinary 


American enterprise. And in this field 
| the British confess themselves out- 
| rivaled. Of the numberless houses which 
a few years ago were represented in this 
country for middle-class cutlery goods, 
not one in ten remains, and noi: only is 
the home demand supplied by cutlery 
of domestic make, but very large ex- 
ports are made to different parts of the 
world, notably to Africa, Australia, 
Germany, and Spain. In addition to 
the great advantages which the use of 
machinery gives the American manu-

Of these celluloid 
is the most remarkable. The English 
claim to have been the inventors of this 
or of a precisely similar material, which 
is known as xlomite, and a large trade 
has been earried on by them in 


‘celluloid-handle knives, but nothing in 


comparison to the extent to which they 


are manufactured in this country. The 
| basis of celluloid is tissue paper, and 
| camphor enters largely into its compo- 
| sition, together with a pigment of white 


zine lead, which gives the necessary 
hardness. It is almost impossible to 
break it, and there is no danger of the 
unsightly cracks in a celluloid knife 
handle which are the perpetual torment 
mistresses of Irish servants. 
Besides celluloid various materials are 
pressed into the service by American 
ingenuity. Cheap knives have handles 
of cocoa bola wood, which is imported 
from the isthmus, and in spite of diffi- 
culty of transport is very much cheaper 
than bone. Then we have the ebony 
handles, the material for which is im- 
ported from Zanzibar, carried from the 
interior of Africa upon the backs of 
natives and shipped in immense quan- 


| tities to America. Rubber handles again 


play an important part, the royalty upon 
the patent, which is an old German one 
and has now lapsed, having amounted 
to $40,000 a year. Many varieties of 
bone, too, are used, and horn is still in 
demand for the handles of carving- 
An immense trade is 
done in the solid steel knives, of which 
handle and blade are made inone piece. 
These,which are of British manufacture, 
are imported here and plated for the 
American market. Plated table cutlery, 
as we have seen, is popular here and 
immense «quantities of 1t are supplied to 
the Southern States. The appearance 
of American cutlery is much in its 
favor. Inthe cheaper knives metal is 
used in the handles, and serves both as 
ornament and rivets, and great atten- 
tion is paid to the shape both of handle 
and blade. Some of the more expensive 
knives and plated forks have pearl 
handles curiously cut and twisted. The 
earl itself is imported from India and 
fanilla, and cut in New York c'ty, 
where pearl-catting forms a distinct 
branch of trade. A finely-finished knife 
passes through fifty different hands.— 
N.Y, Times.

—The American Naturalist says that 
mountain cork has been recently used in 
Germany a3 a substitute for animal 
charcoal for the removal of color from 
molasses. ‘The mountain cork, a spe- 
cies of amphibole, is dried, ignited and 
soaked in molasses, then again dried 
and ignited. The process is repeated 
several times until some 3.5 per cent. of 
carbon has become fixed inthe mineral, 
which is then ready for use. It is more 
efficient than charcoal in removing the 
alkalies from molasses. 

—A new map of the mean annual 
rainfall of the world has been prepared 
by Professor Elias Loomis, of Yale Col- 
lege. He finds that an equatorial rain 
belt of fifty inches of rain a year extends 
continuously across all the continents 
and islands, and is nearly fifteen hun- 
dred miles wide on an average. On the 
other hand the regions which receive 
less than ten inches of rain per annum 
are also very extensive, sees? Spain 
is the only land in Europe where the 
rainfall is so scanty as this. In Asia, 
however, there is an area three thousand 
miles long and one thousand miles 
broad, over which the rainfall averages 
less than ten inches, and like tracts ex- 
ist in Africa, Australia, on the west 
coast of South America, and the North 
American continent near the Great Slave 
Lake, in Arizona, and in Southern Cali- 
fornia. Professor Loomis estimates that 
one-fifth of the earth’s land surface re- 
ceives an annual rainfall of Jess than ten 
inches.

| for a whole year at a stipulated price 
‘permonth. Tle works all through the 
| leisure time on the farm, but as soon as |

mand higher wages or quit work. The 
farmer can not withhold part of the | 
| waes to pay the damages, justices and | 
| courts ruling that the hand must be paid | 
| full price for past labor, and that he ean | 
| work his contract out or not as he} 
pleases.
